Speaking briefly to wild desk-pounding approval 
from the government benches, Bennett told the 
legislature “it is vital to the economy of our citizens” 
that the Teamsters strike-lockout with the Automo- 
tive Transit Labor Relations Association be ended.

Spelunkers Brewing Storm Over New Island Find

A mew cave has been 
discovered near Port Alberni, 
but Victoria’s two caving 
clubs can agree on only one 
thing about it—it’s the largest 
known cave on Vancouver 
Island. * 

They differ on fts length, 
depth, ether its location 
should be made known to the 
public — even its name. 

The name is the most 
eontentious issue. 

The older club, the Van- 
eouver Island Cave Explora- 
tion (VICE) group, calls it 
the Cascade Cave, because 
one-of its two discoyerers, 
was @ member of Seattle’s 
Cascade Grotto Cave Club.
